Anfw. Cogitarive matter is yaft as good fence as mute- 
vial Spirit, one of which words deitroys the other:

Thofe who hold 
this abfurdity mov aswell talk of a rational Lookjng- 
Glas, or a Cécttative Clock, which when its weights are 
down, is only a litde more Cogistbund than ordinary. 
Cho if we coud fee this wonder.ul material Spirit with- 
in, this matter and mestion once regulate it felt, and 
by its own inward fagacity, turn the Hand backwards or 
forwards, as if went tou fait or flow, as we are lure We 
our {elves have a principle within us, even pi tor to ex- 
perience, and therefore, défi trom it, by which we 
corredd the Errors of Sence, about Marersad Cdjes 5 then 
indeed there wou’d be a little more temptation to ail- 
here to their Notions, till when we muft ask their par- 
dons. But we fuppote the objector argues further. Tf 
the skillof a Divme Artifi can give man an immatcrial 
Spirit, why mayn’t it as well Make pure matter Cogita- 
tive? We anfwer there’s as wide a difference bet weer 
thefe twoas between Mofes, changing a Rod intoa 
Serpent, and the Popith Franfucftanstaste n, ‘Lhe tormer 
of which works was indeed a mighty muracie, yet an 
Obje8 of Divine Power, becaule it davoly d no Comtra- 
dition : The latter a fowl dytng wonder, contrary to 
the eternal nature of things, and one end of if pulling 
dowa the other. The moft primary notion we can 
have of matter feems to be, that ‘tis a Coagmentatien 
of quantitative pets, jeparable and divifitle, and both 
thofe parts and the whole Lump, of their own nature, 
purely paffive ; and the coniequenge feems to be fair 
rom the reafon of oppofites, that Spirit cannot coniift 
of ony quantitative parts, nay, whatioever may have

Wibings or goal men, whence probably hough, our 
Saviour convinces femthat the eat thailrne, from 
the Jentaseuch, not-the Prophts; ati by the Way, his 


argument directly coafromts the atfertiunot the new as 
weil as all the old Sudducees, Gcds Says, he ts not che 
God of the Dead, but of the Living, for all live unto 
him; thojie that are gone hence are not arathilred, 
ost remain with Ged ia Giory in the Land of the 
diving 5 but rhisnot nthe bodies which flept in the 
Graves, Abrab:mwas deal and the Patriarcks; It fol- 
lows, it muft be in their Sou’. Which therefore ex- 
itt, apter their boffes, and ‘eparated from them. Theres 
another place, 12 feel sal, “ Then fhall the duft re. 
“ turntothe Earth from whence itcame. and the Spi- 
** rit return to God that gave it. If he gave it, andi 
returnsto him, at the Dvath of the Body, while the 
Body returns to Duit, then certainly, it is not generat-

ail that while. Befides. {hou‘d their notion hoid, that 
all man was mores}, and to be again reviv'd, how cou‘d 
God be juft? For if both Soul and Body, matter and 
Form be renewed, we fha!l be new men, other mea, 
not the fame with thofe wh» dyd, the Soul being, at 
lcaft the nobler part, and thefe men agreeing that 
any part of matter joyn‘d tothe Soul mukes the lame 
man. But theres one Text more that {urely grieves 
‘em, 2 Cor. §.6,9°. We are alwais confident, know ing 
that while we are at home in the body, we are abfent 
from the Lord, that is, fays the late Arch-Bifhop. 
“ while we ‘are in thefe bodies we are detain'd from 
our happine’s, as {oon as ever we depart from them we 
fhall have full pottedfion of ir. And the very ficit infer- 
ence he draws tromit is. ‘* That this fhews the abfur- 
dity of that opinion, or rather dream, concerning the 
fleep of the Soul from Death to the refurreétion. 
Which if true, Death wou'd be but a cold comfort to 
good men, ‘twou'd not be better to depart, they wou'd 
not be with Chrift fo muchas tho that liv‘d, until the 
Kejurrcction, when all good men will be alfo with him. 

(Queft. 4. Whetber by the contexture of the whole, te 
allows God himjelf to be an Immaterial Spirit ? 

Anjw. We han t {een the piece, and can‘t makea 
Judgment, but if he‘s like his party, he muft deny God 
to be immaterial,and Jike- the Heathen, make him a/zo- 
gether fuch a one as himjzif. This is chare‘a by grave 
authors on the old Sadducees,that they deny‘d all imma- 
terial fubftances, which they gather from that in the 
Aas, that they own neither Angel nor Spirit, except 
a material Spirit, like the prefent Gentleman, who if 
he interprets chofe two Texts in hisown fence, God is 
a Spiric and the Father of Spirits, can {carce avoid 
publickly owning a material God. 
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
